; It is sometimes difficult to apprehend 
from the dispatches following the news 
conferences of Governor Reynolds whether 
he is speaking seriously, or pullinc 'he legs 
of the reporters who dutifully record and 
transmit his remarks at those twice weekly 
events. 


Currently, for example, hr is laboring 


(he complaint that the Republicans in the 
state legislature are excessively concerned 
vith the strategy and tactics to he em- 
ployed in the 1964 election campaign-;. The 
other day he volunteered his expert opin- 
ion thai the Republicans were really wast- 
ing their time, becair-e nothing they can 
do now can affect the result of those forth- 
coming elections in any event 
It was a 


curious footnote, everything considered. 


It occurs to us that Mr. Reynolds is 


consulting two calendars. For the Repub- 
lican calendar, he says, it is far too early 
to be thinking about November. 1964. 


But for himself and the Democrats, we 


would deduce, it is not too early. Indeed, 
it is getting late. Last weekend, for exam- 
pie. Mr. Reynolds gathered in some $40,000 
from a testimonial dinner for his candidacy 
in 1D64. The interest earning equivalent of 
that deposit will be a sizeable amount, for 
it is not likely to be drawn upon for eight 
or ten months. 


It may be that tne governor does not 


intend that we should take him seriously 
when he complains with a straight face 
about the political campaign awareness of 


his Republican foes. For we cannot re- 
member a state administration in recent 
times that has maintained such an ener- 
getic flow of publicity material that could 
only he calculated for political effect. 


The other day Mr. Rosnokh confided 


to the press that he is, worried about the 
closing down of small town railroad sta- 
tions, as proposed by one of the railroads 
in a current proceeding before the State 
Public Service Commission.

Crisis in the Common Market 


The European Common Market is fac- 


ing another year-end crisis which conceiv- 
ably could wreck the whole organization. 
At the very least one undesirable result is 
apt to be the delaying of the 
important 


tariff negotiations with the United States 
scheduled to start next year. 


The crisis has arisen from controversy 


ever a basic agricultural policy for the six 
member nations. In its six years of exist- 
ence the Common Market has not found a 
method of integrating the farm prices in 
the different countries, which vary widely 
in certain commodities. 


Now French President de Gaulle has 


set a suicidal deadline. He has declared 
that an agreement on agricultural policy 
must he reached by Jan. 1, or he will with- 
draw France from the EEC. 


Some officials in Brussels doubt that he 


will go that far. 
But the French presi- 


dent's autocratic veto of British member- 
ship still haunts the other member states. 
In fact that action is the biggest stumbling 
block to achieving a solution of the farm 
problem. 
The veto ended the spirit of 


give-and-take which had prevailed 
among 


.Common Market members up to that time. 
Ever since each nation has concentrated 
only on what it can get out of the Common 
Market arrangement. A farm program will 
require sacrifices from each, and none 
seem willing to make them. 


The Common Market Commission, the 


executive agency, has proposed that a uni- 
form price for grains be established start- 
ing July 1, 1964, with EEC paying subsidies 
to any farmers who are hurt by the move. 


West German farmers would suffer the 


most. The uniform proposal would bring 
grain prices in that country down It to 16 
per cent. Italian wheat prices would come 
down 11 per cent. France and Holland 
would contribute the most money nward 
subsidy payments, which would go to Ger- 
man and Italian farmers. 


The Council of Ministers met this week 


to consider the proposal, and promptly 
decided to put off further deliberations for 
one month. This puts the matter danger- 
ously close to the French deadline. 


A settlement of the Common Market's 


agricultural problem is also a prerequisite 
to any tariff negotiations with the United 
States. Technicians have been meeting in

A decision is expected soon on a scien- 


tific project which is of vital long-range 
importance to the Middle West. The Ken- 
nedy Administration must decide whether 
to include funds in the next Federal budget 
for building a $150 million accelerator pro- 
posed for a location at Stoughton. Wis. 


It would be one of the most expensive 


scientific tools ever built by the govern- 
ment. It would whirl around proton "bul- 
lets" at unusually high speed. 


There are two somewhat similar accel- 


erators now. one on the East Coast and one 
on the West. This one would be distin- 
guished from the others, however, by the 
intensity of its beam of protons, which 
would be 100 times greater than in any 
other machine. 


Senator Nelson of Wisconsin has taken 


8 leading role in pushing for the project. 
He says it offers "the biggest single hope 


for the Great Lakes area." Supporters 
argue that the Federal government must 
end the "second class" status of the Mid- 
west as far as Federal research is con- 
cerned. 


The project was promoted originally by 


an organization of 15 Midwestern univer- 
sities known as MURA. For nearly a decade 
the association has been supported in its 
campaign by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Now they arc receiving help from 
scientists and from Midwestern Congress- 
men, who are lobbying with the Adminis- 
tration to get the project into the upcoming 
budget.

ideas 
Ideas are what come 


out of the head. Nobody can 
pul them there, 
although 
a 


good education can stimulate 
them, organize them, and give 
them a solid basis in reason. 


Education, if it means any- 


thing, is a drawing out: it is 
not a pushing in. The human 
rnind is not a sausage casing 
into which we can stuff knowl- 
edge: and. usually, the harder 
we try to stuff, the more re- 
sistance we encounter. This 
is why so much formal educa- 
tion is a waste of time and 
energy. 


A human being is a reposi- 


tor\ of ideas: the whole trick 
is to get these ideas out in the 
open, to test them against real- 
ity, to expose them to other 
ideas, and thus to sharpen and 
toughen them. 


The greatest flaw in formal 


education, in my opinion, is 
that it has little respect for 
ideas and too much for infor- 
mation. Children can get eas- 
ilv bored 
with 
information, 


when it seems to have no rele- 
vance; but they are 
excited 


and interested in ideas. 


I vividly remember how the 


subject of zoology was ruined 
for me in school by teachers 
who were concerned only with 
classification and 
memoriza- 


tion of insects and such. No 
attempt was made to relate 
the subject to the other links 
in the great chain of life. Any 
real curiosity was considered 
almost an impertinence. As a 
result, 
the 
bright 
students 


quickly tost interest, and only 
the dutiful parrots scored high 
marks. 


Nor was this merely a de- 


fect in the teachers. It was, 
rather, their general attitude 
toward learning in my 
day: 


there is some evidence that it 
has improved a little, but still 
not 
enough. The 
"dropout 


problem" is largely economic 
and social—but a part of it is 
also pedagogical, in that dead 
teaching turns students away 
from the classroom and toward 
niore animated aspects of the 
human scene. 


Every child's mind is teem- 


ing with ideas. Too often these 
ideas are systematically throt- 
tled or strangled in the school 
svstem, which looks only for 
tjje "right answers" that are 
in the back of the book. What 
is in the back of the head is 
rarely encouraged to move to 
the front.
